Y ellow stone 
Pa rk 
is 
too high a nd too cold for wintering, the 
elk a nnua lly m igra te southwa rd, to fora ge 
on other governm ent la nd. 
But ex ces­ 
sive ca ttle-gra zing on those la nds in pa st 
yea rs ha s destroyed the gra ss, so the elk 
will find no food there. 
Nor ca n ha y be 
purcha sed to feed them, a s in some other 
yea rs, for no m oney is a va ila ble. 
The 
W y om in g G a m e Commission ha s ex ten d ­ 
ed the hunting 
sea son 
to 
ena ble the 
sla u ghter of 5 ,000 a nima ls, or one-fourth 
of the herd.
